March 14.—While through­ 
out the London district a thaw has set 
in, there are no signs of m oderating 
the severity of the w eather in tho 
southw est of England. 
A heavy snow­ 
storm prevailed 
Thursday 
night in 
Devonshire 
and 
Cornwall, 
con­ 
siderably adding to the sufferings of 
the farm ers of th se counties, and still 
further impeding the resum ption of 
traffic on the railroads of the south­ 
west. 
As 
for the 
country 
roads 
they 
are 
utterly impassable, huge 
snow drifts completely preventing any 
communication betw een the different 
towns and villages. 
This state of 
affairs naturally is very severe upon 
num erous villages which depend almost 
entirely upon the tow ns in their neigh­ 
borhood for supplies of food and fuel. 
In fact, in the case of a num ber of 
sm all villages* the isolation is already 
causing considerable anxiety, as actual 
starvation stares them in tho face, 
should the w eather not m oderate short­ 
ly sufficiently to allow them to bo 
revictualed. 
In addition to the enor­ 
mous losses suffered by the farm ers 
in sheep and cattle, which have either 
been frozen to death in the fields or 
which have been sm othered beneath 
tho mountainous snow drifts to be found 
on all sides, large num bers of horses 
have perished in a like manner. 
One of the curious incidents of the 
storm was the snowing up near E xeter

sugar. Any abuse c f the crop not only 
diminishes the yield cf beets in weight, 
but also the percentage cf sugar, there­ 
by making a ucnble cut en the profits. 
The farmer who has been accustomed 'o 
breaking his corn land with a sulky plow* 
planting with a riding corn planter, and 
tending the crop with a Bulky cultivator, 
will fiod a great change when he under­ 
takes to grow beets 
The sugar beet is a 
thoroughbred, and must be treated as 
snob. 
When it is, other conditions be­ 
ing favorable, the profits will be found 
very satisfactory. It is well for farmers 
not to anticipate growing rich out of a 
few beet crops 
Experience bas shown 
that money from the be*t comes much 
the same rh that earned in any ether 
way, and only those whose soil is adopt­ 
ed to the crop and who grow it judi­ 
ciously will make more than the bare ex­ 
penses. 
If Reek county farmers undertake beet 
growing, it I suggested that the orop 
should occur in'rotation.
